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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 01/09/2007 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that in Havinis' system the location applications request the access to 
the location service and the black list does not meet the claimed system-wide list of resources. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that that in Havinis* system the location applications request the access to the location service, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attaci^ing references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In 
re Keller, 642 F.2d 413. 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Havinis was 
relied on to teach the use of two lists (one system-wide and one with respect to individual subscribers) and checking these lists in a 
specific order and performing actions based on these lists (see Final Rejection pages 2 and 3). When combined with the Rosenthal 
reference, which teaches the requesting of a resource and requiring a PIN when the subscriber is not on the list, the combination teaches 
the claimed limitations. 

With respect to Applicant's argument that the black list does not meet the claimed system-wide list of resources, the black (and grey) list 
contains information regarding location applications (see column 4 lines 61-63) and the location application, "is associated with a group of 
subscribers" (see column 4 lines 35-36). Furthermore, the black lists are checked using the LAIN, which identifies a particular location 
application, not a specific subscriber. Therefore,, it is clear that a black list associated with location applications is associated with a 
plurality of subscribers regardless of subscriber identity and the location applications provide the resource of providing the location of a 
mobile station. . 
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
